REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

Reconsideration of the application is requested. 

Claims 1-8 remain in the application. Claims 1-8 have been 
amended . 

In the section entitled "Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102" on 
pages 2-3 of the above-mentioned Office action, claims 1-8 
have been rejected as being anticipated by Hood et al . (US 
Pat. No. 5,975,081) under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b). 

The rejection has been noted and claim 1 has been amended in 
an effort to even more clearly define the invention of the 
instant application. 

Before discussing the prior art in detail, it is believed that 
a brief review of the invention as claimed, would be helpful. 

Claim 1 calls for, inter alia: 

the accommodation room being non- transportable and to be 
installed in a house, a private home, a hotel, a 
wellness/f itness center, or the like for a person to stay 
for a continuous and steady period of time . 
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The Examiner has stated in the section entitled "Response to 
Arguments" on pages 3-4 of the Office action that the 
limitations that the device of claim 1 of the instant 
application is non- transportable and is suitable for a person 
to live for a continuous/steady period of time are not recited 
in claim 1. 

Accordingly, the language of claim 1 has been modified to 
emphasize that the accommodation room according to the 
invention of the instant application is non- transportable and 
is provided for a person to stay for a continuous and steady 
period of time. 

The subject matter of the invention of the instant application 
relates to an accommodation room, which is, in contrast to 
Hood et al . , not a transportable device, but rather a room 
installed in u a partitioned part of the inside of a building" 
(see definition 3a of the term "room" on page 1023 of 
Webster's Ninth New Collegiate Dictionary provided by the 
Examiner) . This is particularly clear from the language that 
the accommodation room is to be installed in a house, a 
private home, a hotel, a wellness/f itness center, or the like. 
Therefore, a person skilled in the art cannot misunderstand 
that the subject matter of the invention of the instant 
application is a room to be installed in a part of a building, 
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which is of course non- transportable and which is provided for 
a person who wishes to stay for a long term as well as for a 
temporary time. 

In contrast, Hood et al . disclose a transportable life-rescue- 
box, which is restricted to intensive care application to 
injured persons and is made ready for transport by an 
evacuation helicopter. A person skilled in the art would not 
use the transportable life-rescue-box of Hood et al . as a 
wellness accommodation room in a house, a private home, a 
hotel, a wellness/f itness center, or the like for a continuous 
and steady period of time. Rather, he or she might only 
"place" (not "install" ) the rescue-box of Hood et al. in a 
building for storage (such as by putting it in the garage when 
not used) . In order to realize the objects of the invention 
of the instant application, a person skilled in the art would 
never look at a document that describes a transportable life- 
res cue -box. 

The Examiner has taken the term placing the apparatus of Hood 
et al. in the desired room as "installing" the device of Hood 
et al . in that room (see the last sentence of the third 
paragraph on page 4 of the office action) . Applicants 
respectfully disagree. Applicants would like to refer to the 
enclosed excerpt from Longman Dictionary of Contemporary 
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English, in which it is stated that "install" means to set up, 
to make something ready for use, and to settle firmly, and 
under w installation" : an apparatus in a fixed state ready for 
use. The expression "to be installed" is, therefore, totally 
different from the expression "to be placed, " which latter 
term is used in the sense of moving an object in order to put 
it somewhere . 

Clearly, Hood et al . do not show " the accommodation room being 
non- transportable and to be installed in a house, a private 
home, a hotel, a wellness/f itness center, or the like for a 
person to stay for a continuous and steady period of time , " as 
recited in claim 1 of the instant application. 

Claim 1 is, therefore, believed to be patentable over the art 
and since all of the dependent claims are ultimately dependent 
on claim 1, they are believed to be patentable as well. 

In view of the foregoing, reconsideration and allowance of 
claims 1-8 are solicited. 

In the event the Examiner should still find any of the claims 
to be unpatentable, counsel would appreciate a telephone call 
so that, if possible, patentable language can be worked out.
